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Govermment officials in Fronch Somaliland indicate no knowledge of 
the existence of any commmist organizations anong the white popue 
lation of that country. There cre a few knom communists among the 
French Arry personnel stationed there but they are kept under constant 
surveillence. It is possible that a communist eloment may exist anong 
the natives of Djibouti, but its oxistenco has not been definitely 
established. Governnent officicis are on the olert to detect con~- 
mmist activity and will take severe measures against ony such move- 
rient. 


There is an Islamic croup active among the Somalis, which is attempt- 
ing to form an independence novensnt and create hostility against 
Buropeanse It is not yet a powerful nor a dangerous group, but there 
is a possibility that commmnists may attempt to infiltrate and exploit 
ite 


The Deputy to the French Chamber of Deputies, li. Liartine, was formerly 
a communist but has renounced his affiliation during the present yoar 
and now has the support of conscrvative elemonts in Djibouti. 


The Delegate to the Council of the Republic, Zhamah Ali, is not a 
cormunist and, in fact, probably does not have the political intelli- 
gonee necessary to understand scrmunisme 
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
